whatſoever 'conſultation or debate {hall be with the Commiſſioners of 
Scotland, concerning the diſpoſall of the perſon of the King, ſhall not be 
underſtood to be any capitulation Or treaty between theKingdomes in re- 
lation to the retarding of the march gf che Scori/þ Army and forces out 
of England, to which our Commiflioners were neceſſitated to agree, or 
otherwiſe to have no conference at all : 1n the conference there were 
many & large debates for ſeverall dayes,the Houſes of Parliament claim - 
mg the ſole night and power in the difpoſall of the perſon.of the King in 
Englara, and'qur Commiſſioners aflerting that both Kingdomes had an 
intereſt in the diſpoſall of his perſon, whither he were in England, or 
Scotland, being the King of bath, but at levgth the conference broke 
off without any agreement. Then the Houſes did again begin to preſſe 
the removall of the Sca:tif+. Armie out of England, and moſt of Sir Tho - 
mas Fairfaves Armie marched northward; Complaints were renewed 
from the North concerning their heavie preſſures, and'it was ſuggeſted 
by the Series to diverſe members of the Houſe of Commons, that the 
Scots were reſolved to eſpouſe the malignant-quarrell, and intended no 
lefſe then the conqueſt of £»glard , which was too readily beleeved by 
many,even of thoſe who were promoters of Presbiteriall government, ſo 
much the rather that GtisfaRion being offered in.the monerh of Auguſt 
by the Houſes touching the pay of the Armie, and the totall fumme a- 
greed unto by the Kingdome of Scotland on the 2. of. September, their 
Armie notwithſtanding did ſtill continue in the Kingdom of England, for 


the ſpace of five monerhs,. from the beginning of Seqtentber, untill 
February. | 
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The Kings Majcſtie, having ſtayed for a long time ini the Scorrys Ar- 
mie, though at firſt when he came unto them in the moneth of May, he 
ſeemed inclinable to give ſatisfaRtion to his Paritaments of both King- 
domes, (particularly in the matter of Religion, having in his lecrer of the 
18. of May from the Scots Leagure at SouthWell, heartily recommen- 
ded it to his two Houſes of Parliament to take the: advice of.the Divines 
of both Kingdoms affembled at zyeſtminſter, for ſpeedy finithing that 
pious and neceflary work ; And in his letter to Scorland of the 19. of 
May, profeſſed it to be his voluntary and cordiall reſolution to joyne 
with his Parliaments in ſertling Religion) yet divers of the Prelatical and 
Malignant partie, having fecretly got accefle to his Majeſty when he was 
at New-caſtle, hee became altogether averſe from giving fatisfaction, 
and perceiving the ſtedfaſt reſolution of the Scoctiſh Army to adhere to 
the ſolemn League and Covenant,for reformation and defence of =_ 
on, he propoſed (in his Anſwer to the Propofitions)ro the two Houſes 
of the Parliament of Eng/and, that he might come ro Lo#do1, or any of 
his houſes chereabonts with freedom, honour and fafety, thar he mighr 
further rreat upon theſe Propoſitions of peace preferited unto him ; And 
upon the 20. of December, he renewes his defite for comming to Lon- 
aon, or any of his houſes thereabouts for a further treaty uppn the Pro- 


- poſitions : This letter coming to their hands upon rhe 25--0f December,

This vote both Houſes ſent incloſed to his Majeſtic} and alſo to the 
Commiſlioners of this Kingdome' reſiding with his Majeſtic at Newcaſtle, 
who forthwith tranſmitred' the ſame to- the Partiamerit then fitting in- 
Scotland, who raking into their moſt ferious confideration the vote of 
of both Houſes, andthe neceſſitie of the ſpeedy return of their Army 
from England,thought it their dury once more tomake their application 
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to his Majcſtie, b« fore they.took any reſolution in relation to the diſpo- 
fall of his Majeſties perſon ; and accordingly,they ſent :Commulioners to 
- his Majeſty again, with all carneſtneſſe and humility to deſire his afſent to 
the p opoſitions as that which was the: only way to procure peace, and 
the molt effetuall mean to eſtabl ſh and continue Monarchical Govern- 
ment in his Majeſtics perſon and poſterity, and that his Majeſtie mighe be 


induced to give his aſſent thereunto, 'ro remember. his Majeſty, what 


were his promiſes when he came into the ScotiſhArmy,for following the 
advice of his Parliaments, and to repreſent the many advantages. of his 
ranting the'propolitions, and particularly to give aflurance in. the name 
of the Parliament,that chis Kingdom would moſt willingly facrifice their 
lives and fortunes to eſtabliſh his Majeſty on his chrone,f he ſhould grant 
the propoſitions concerning Religion and the Covenant, and give a ſa- 


tisfactory auſwer to the reſt of rhe propoſitions ; And upon the other 


part, in caſe his Majeſty ſhould refuſe or delay, then to repreſent that 
they found it not lawfull for them to aſfi{t hisMajeſty for recovering the 
poſſeſſion of his Government, his Majeſty not granting the propoſitions 
concerning Religion and the Covenanr, and giving a ſatsfaory anſwer 
to the reſt of the propoſitions. That they found his Majeſties-coming-to 
Scotland, dangerous to the cauſe, to his Majeſtie, to this Kingdom, and 
to the union betwixt the Kingdoms, and that both Kingdoms would be 
neceflitared-to take a joynt courſe: for. diſpoſall of his perſon untill he 
Mould give a fatisfaftory Anſwer to the propoſitions-of bothKingdoms: 
Theſe earneſt deſires and offers being made to his Majeſtie,and che dan- 
sers faithfullic repreſented ,, and his Majeſtie hearkning to the wicked 
counſels of theſe who never ſought his honour and happineſle, bur their 
owne particular'intereſt,and refuling to follow the fairhfull advice of his 
Parliament; uponthe 16, of fa»nnary, 1647: the Eftares of Parliament 
paſſed a declaration z wherein, having conſidered his Majeſties promiſes 
when he came into the Scorrsſ Armie, to follow the advice of his Par- 
liaments , his refuſall to grant the propoſitions of both Kingdomes not- 
withſtanding the frequent addreſſes of this Kingdome for that purpoſe, 
his Majeſt es deſire to-be in London or ſome of h's-, houſes: neaxe to bis 
Houſes of Parliament,and the de'ire of the two houſes that he may come 
roHoldenby houſe, promiſing the'{aftyS preſervation of his royall perſon 
in the preſervation and defence of the true Religion and liberties of the 
. Kingdomes according to the Covenant i they did:.declare their concur- 
rence for hisMajeſties going toHoldenby houſe or ſome other of his hou- 
ſes in or about Lendor,there to remaine untill he give ſatisfaRion to both 
Kingdomes- in the propoſitions of peace, and that in the interim there 


ſhall

ſhall be no harm, prejudice, injurie yp ki done to his Royall perſon; 
that there ſhall bee no 'change of Government other then had been for 
the 3+ years preceding , ind. thar his poſteritie ſhould nowayes be pre- 
judged intheir lawfull ſucceflion to the Crown and government of theſe 
Kingdomes. : | _ | | 
Together with this decſaration, they ſent ſome defires to the Parliament 
of Englavd, that when his Majeſty ſhould be at Holrwy, Committees 
from both Kingdomes ſhould attend his Majeſtic,and employ their beſt 
endeavours to procure his Majeſties affent to the Propolitions of borh 
Kingdomes preſented to his Majeſtie at NeWcaſtle, And incaſe the 
King ſhould not-give his aſſent thereunto, that the happie union betwixt 
the Kingdomes might be continued according to the Covenant and Trea- 
ries, That according to ghe late Treaty hetrwnxt the Kingdomes, no ceſ- 
ſation nor any pacificat'on'or agreement for peace whatſoever, ſhould 
be made by either Kingdome, or the Armies of either Kingdome, with- 
out the mutuall advice and conſent of both : And that none ſhould be 
debarred from having accefle to his Majeſtie who have warrant from the 
Parliament of Scot/and, or their Committees thereunto authorized 
whereunto the Houſes of Parliament did agree,and his Majeſtie attended 
"by a Committee of both Kingdomes,did repaire to Ho/mby houſe in the 
moneth of Febrnary. OY 
The Houſes of Parliament who were unanimous concerning the remo- 
val of theScorrtsſo Army out of Englard,and the Kings coming toHolm- 
by houſe, began now to differ according to the different ends w-b they had 
therein propoſed unto themſelves;for the whole Houſe of Peers very few 
excepted, and the far greateſt part of the Houſe of Commons were reſol- 
ved if once the Scotr1ſo Armie were removed-our of England, to ſend a 
conſiderable number of their owne forces over unto 1reland, roproſe- 
cute the war there, (the Lord Orm0nd, having declared his willingneſs 
ro leave the {word,and all che places under his command to rhe houſes of 
Parliament) and to keep up in England, only ſo many forces as was ne- 
ceſſarie to preſerve the Kingdome from diſturbance, and theſe under the 
command of ſuch officers as had taken the Covenant and were well af- 


feQed to the worke of Reformation: And their Armie being rhus mode- 
led,then to proceed to the ſetling of a peace with his Majeſty upon his 
orant of the propoſitions for religion, and ſuch ſarisfaRion in martcrs ci- 
vill as ſhould be found neceſſary for the ſaftie and ſecurity of aeth King-, 


doms-All which,theſe that did beſt underſtand the affairs of England,and 
. weremolt oppoſit to theSeQaries, did think theHouſes of Parliament were 
F better able to bring ro paſſe withoutzthen with the aſſiſtance of the Scor- 
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tihArmie, in regard of the many 9, both the Parliament and peo- 
ple had of the continuing of the Scorrz/b Armie in England,the confidera- 
tion whereof was one of the main reaſons that moved this Kingdome 
to withdraw their Armie out of England, and to agree to his Majeſties 
o0Ing to Holmby, there being no ground to hope - that the ſtay of 
their Armie could be longer uſefull in that Kingdome, when borh fricads 
and foes were deſirours of their removall. att | 

Immediarly after their returne to this Kingdome,and his Majeſties goe- 
ing to Holmby, both houſes paſſed an Ordinance for ſuppreſſing herefies 
and ſchiſimes and unwarrantable preaching,and appointed the 10. of 2Zay 
for a day of humilation becauſe of the grouth of hereſies and fchiſmes, 
and ordained that no foot ſhould be kepr up except in Garifons, and on- 
ly five thouſand 'four hundred Horſe in the field under the command of 
Sir Thomas Fairfax; no other officer to be above the degree of a Colo- 
_ nell; no member of either houſe to have any charge in field or Gariſon, 
that all who ſhould be 1mployed ſhould take the Covenant,and conform 
to the government of the Church then eſtabliſhed, and none who had 
been in arms agamiſt the Parliament ſhould have any charge,nor any pro- 
phane curſer, ſiwearer, drunkerd, or other perſonwho was Scandalous in 
fe and converſation, and that eight thoutand four hundred foot,and two 
thouſand four hundred horſe out of the reſt of the Army, ſhould: goe to 
Treland; Two hundered thouſand pounds were advanced by the City at 
the defire of the houſes to be ſent to the Armie, and ſuch forces as were 
neither to be kept up in the ſervice of England, nor would ingage for 
Ireland , were appointed to be disbanded on the 2- of ne. 

The modelling and disbanding of the Armie being thus farre advan- 
ced, his Majeſtic upon the x 2+ of 2 «y, ſent an anſwer to the propoſiti- 
ons of peace, wherein he did further condiſcend rowards the granting of 
rhe deſires of his Parliaments then he had done formerly , upon receipt 
whereof the houſe of Peers voted that theKing ſhould come from Holme- 
by,neerer Lond0n,to his houſe at Oatlands,and deiired herein the concur- 
rance of the houſe oftCommons. 

This is a true relation of what paſſed from the time of his Majeſties 
coming to the Scortr/h Armie in the, moneth of ay, 1646. to the 
end of May, 1647. And now here we ſhall make a ſtand, and deſire all 
ſuch as have not yeelded up their reafon... and judgment to paſſion and 
prejudice, toconfider if in all theſe TranſaQtions any thing of difloyaltic 
toward our King on the one hand,nor untaithfulnes in the marrer of our 
Covenant toward the Kingdome of Engiand upon the otherzcan be 


laid to our charge. Our chiefe ſtudie and endeavour hath been to render 
etl 
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nnto God the things that are Gods,to (2/ar the things that are Ceſars 
and to our neighbours the things that are theirs. Wee hope it is made 
cleare and evident to all that will judge imparcially, That there was nq 
rrezry betwixt this Kingdome , their Committees or Armies with the | 
King before his coming ro our Armie, nor after his coming, but with 
adviſe and conſent of both houſes of Parliament, And thar it is a maliti- 
ous wicked device and manifeſt untruth, that we ſould our King; wee 
abhorre the very thought ofir as ſincerely as wee doe abbominate the 
treacherous ations of that perfhdious Traytor fames Grahame, who,as 
a child of the 'Devill, hates ro ſpeak truth. Let the world judge what 
ground there is for this reproach which wicked men would caſt upon us, 
That wee were hired with money by Eng/and to agree, that the King 
ſhould come to Holmbie,when the Armie got only tio hundred thou- 
fand pound of the Arrears due unto them for a very laborius ſervice, and 
as a part of the great expenſes they had been art by their expedition into 
@ngland for the ends of theCovenant. When alſo this agretmenr for pay- 
ment of their arreares was made five moneths before the King with con- 
conſent of both Kingdomes, went from Newcaſtle ro Hilmbic, yea at 
| that time , neither 'the Kingdome of England, nor Scorland had 
: reſolved any thing touching the diſpoſall of the Kings perſon, whither he 
; ſhould come to I 9#don,or to ſome of his houſes neare it,or ſtxy at Aew- 
| caſtle, or goe to Scotland, all the debates about the right and intereſt to 
diſpoſe of the King, were ſubſequent to the agreement concerning the ro- 
; tall ſumme due to the Scorriſb Armie, and if there had been any tranſac- 
tion publick.or privat betwixt the Kingdomes in Azgnſt, 1 6 4 6. when 
they agreed concerning the ſummes que to the Scorr:/> Armie, would the 
. Kingdome of England have borne the burthen of intertaining the Scori/ 
f Armie, (being above 20009. Horſe and Foot) five moneths thereafter to 
- their great charge and expenſe. What needed all theſe long debeats about 
- the King in the painted chamber berwixt the houſes and the Commilſsio+ 


- ners.of this Kinodome in the monerhs of O&ober, which were alſo pub- 

liſhed in print, and what needed theſe frequent addreſſes of the Parka- 
, ment of S-orlang, to his Majeſty in the moneth of November, December 
E and Jangary, if all was agreed on betwixt the Kingdomes in the moneth 
1 of eAugruſt , And how inconfliſtent is any ſuch agreement with the offer 
d of theKingdome of Scorland,very few dayes before his removall fromNew 
c caftle moſt willingly to ſacrifice their lives and fortunes for eſtabliſhirg 
Ir his Majeſtie upon his throne if even then he would be pleaſed ro'give 
e | a fatisfaRory anſwer to the propoſitions. Certainly malice it ſelf may here 
F ſtoppe its month, and forbear to lay any thing to our charge in this parti- 
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cular,Neither cxn this King iome be juſtly accuſed.of diſloialry or impru- 
dence in giving conſent to his Majelties going to Ho/mbie or ſome of his 
Houſes about London,becauſe of that which hath followed fince;for coun- 
ſels and refolutions mult not be judged according to accidents and events. 
Who could at that time have foreſeen that an Armie raiſed by the Parlia- 
ment for their owne defence, and which in profeſſion fo highly eſteemed 
and magnified the authoritic of Parliament, would not onely difobey their 
orders, but alſo attempt ſuch horrid things as they have ſince adventured 
upon ? Surely when the Scottith Armie came out of England, it would 
have ſeemed not only improbable but incredible. The Kingdome of Scot - 
land did truſt hisMajeſties perſon to.the honourableHouſes of theParlia- 
ment of England, who vere as deeply engaged by duty,oaths,Covenants 
and folemne profeſſion for his Majeſt:es preſervation as the Kingdome of 
Scotland, and no queſtion, they would have preſerved his Majeſties per- 
ſon from all injury or violence whatſoever, had they not met with unex- 
pected violence againſt their owne perſons ; for untill the Acmie did by 
the power of the \word,imprifon and ſeclude the farre greateſt part of the 
Members of the houſe of Commons,and make voyd the power of the 
houſe of Lords,they durſt not atrempt any thing againſt his Majeſtics per-- 
{on-And what wonder,that we who were {trangers,could not perceive the. 
depth of ſuch deſigns (if at that time there was any formed deſigne of 
that kind, which wee very much queſtion,) when the Houſes of Parlia- 
ment did not foreſee their owne ruine,and his Majcftie himſelfe in the 
year 1647- when the Propoſitions of both Kingdomes were preſented un- 
ro him againe at Hampton 'Court,in the moneth of Seprember,had ſuch 
contidence in the Armie, as he was by them induced to beleeve that their 
propoſalls did much more conduce to the ſatisfaction of all intereſts, and 
might be a fitrer foundation for a laſting peace, then the Propofitions of 
both Kingdomes then tendered unto him; And in his anſwer of the 9. of 
September , deſired the rewo Houſes to take into their conſideration the 
Armies propoſalls,as the beſt way in his judgement, in order to peace yea, 
when hisMajeſtie upon the 1 1.0f November,1647.did' retire fromHam- 
zon court for the preſervation of his perſon,which was in danger as he ap- 
apprehended,from the levelling partie of the Armie,and was at libertie to 
have gone whither he pleaſed;yer Io little did he fear any dangerto his per- 
{on from the cheife leaders of the Armie,as he chooſed the lile of YVight 
rather then any other place that he might ſtill continue-under the protec- 
tion of the Armie, as he doth profeſle inh.s letter of the 19. of Novem- 
ber 1647+ to both houſes of Parliament, Bn, EET 
Ast0 the remainder of that which is ſaid againſt us by that wretched 
| man 
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/man, that we complotted' his late Majeſties deſtruQion, and Tave De- 
chred his Son King with provifors, robbing him of all right, and arc 
more pernitiouſly hatching the deſtruction of his preſent Majeſty then 
.eyer. we did his royal Fathers: We ſay no perſon on earth has con- 
contributed more toward his Majeltiesruine then- James Grahame him- 
elf;' And not only the ſearcher of hearts and our owne conſciences,but all 
our ations and proceedings will witnefle for us, that wee are alrogerher 
free of the guilt of his Majeſties deſtruftion : We never flattered his Ma- 
Feltie in anyicvill way, nor: adviſed hisMajeſtie ro any ſoch courſes as 
-might beget' differences 'betwixt him and- his people z Our counſels 
unto! him.alwayes tended to his Majeſties giving fatisfaRion to the juſt 
defires of his Parliaments, which through the Lords bleflipg might have 
prevented the ſad and deplorable condition the royall family is now 
brought unto by wicked inſtruments, and we were ſtill ſo farre from com- 
plotting his Majefties deſtruftion , as wee ever freely emparted unto his 
Majeſtie whatſoever prejudice or danger wee feared to his perſon or poſte- 
rity» The Eſtates of Parliament of this Kingdome when they firſt heard 
of the proceedings'of the SeQAaries in - Eng/ank againſt his Majettie, and 
that ſome pamphlets had been publiſhed therezinfinuating the complyance 
of ſome in Scer/and, with the wicked praQtiſes there,did make ſtri& enqui- 
rie at. all the members of Parliament upon their ſolemn oath whether 
themſelves had,or they knew of any others within this Kingdome thar 
had acceſſion unto the proceedings of the Eng/i5h Armie in relation to the 
King or the Houſes of Parliament, and could not find that there was any 
within-this Kingdom had any acceſſion thereunto; which they forthwith 
publiſhed inPrint &'cauſed to be made publik in&nglavd alſo by their Com 
miſſiouers before his Majeſties death. And further,the Commiſſioners of 
thisKingdom,upon the very firſt motion of procedings againſt theKing,did 
by their paper of the 6,0f:7 an. 1649. repreſent how contrary it was to the 
ſolemn League and Covenant and many folemn profeſſions and Declarati- 
ons of both Kingdomes, and that ſuch a thing could nor but continue and 
increaſe the grear diſtraQtions of theſe Kingdomes,and involve us in many 
difficulties, miſeries and confufions: they alſo endeavourcd to have accefle 
to his Majeſtic, but could not, and when a Commiſion was given :o cer- 
taine perſons for his Majefties tryall,they did deelare that the Kingdome 
of Scat{and did'abominate and deteſt ſo horrid a deſigne againſt his Ma- 
jelies perſon, and in the name of this Kingdome diſſent from their procee- 
dings, and the taking away of his Majeſties life ,, and proteſt that as the 
Magnet Frenignd. we free from the ſame, ſo they might be free from 
all theevills, miſcrics, confuſionsand —m— that might follow'there- 
0291 CG upon 
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upon to theſe diſtracted Kingdomes, They did likewiſe imploy their beſt 
eadeavours with the Lord airfax,and others, for preſervarioa of his Ma- 
jelt es perſon, though w.thout the defired ſucceſs. And in their paper of the 
- 24. February,they did expoſtulat with theCommons then fitting ar Weſt- 
minſter, for their breach of declarations, proteſtations, oathes, Covenants 
and folemne engagements,for taking away the Kings life by a violent-death, 
for theic prohibiting to proclaime the Prue of Wales King of theſe King- 
domes, and for their voting away the Kingly office and the houſe of Lords, 
and claiming to themſelves theauthority of a Parliament. They alſo deſi- 
red that nothing might bee done which might wrong King Charles 
the ſecond 1n his ſacceiſion as righteous heyre to the Crowne of theſe 
Kingdomes, that his juſt right and title might be acknowledged, and upon 
Ju t ſarisfaAtion given,he might be received and admitted tothe exerciſe of 
his Government and around in the name of this Kingdome againſt all 
contrary proceedings, for which paper our Conimiſhoners were put under 
reſtrainc for ſeverall dayes, and afterward ſent to the borders of this Kin 
dome garded with a troope of horſe , and a letter being written from the 
prevailing partie in England, to the Parhament of this Kingdome,to know 
if they would own the papers of their Commiſſioners:they did by their an- - 
ſwer owne and approve their whole proccedings. And no ſooner did they 
heare of his Majelties death, but. the very next day the whole, Parliament 
did cauſe proclaime his fonne the Prince in moſt folemn manner King of 
oreat Brittane, France, and Ireland, and with all poſhble expedition ac- 
uainted his Majelſtie therewith, and afrerward diſpatched away Commiſ- 
Hover to Helland with their humble deſires to his Majeſtic for ſerling 
Relig:on in purity and his Kingdomes in peace, faithfully promiſing and 
obliging themſelyes upon his Majeſties grant of their defares, to doe all for 
him that could be. expected of loyall ſubjects to. their gracious King, and 
parcicularly to contribute their beſt endeavours by all lawful and neceſſar 
means according to the Covenant and the duty of faithful ſubjeds,rhart his 
Majeſtie may be reſtored to the peaceable poſieſlion of the Government of 
his other Kingdomes, and notwichſtanding his Mazeſtie was-not pleaſed 
then, to gragt our delires, but to diſmiſſe our Commiſſioners without ſa- 
tisfaction, pronuling a further anſwer by an expreſle to be ſent by his Ma- 
jeltie to this Kingdame, and alrhough that expreſſe never yer came to us, 
yet we bave renewed our humble and earneſt deſires to his Majeſty by a- 
nother addreſſe now preſeatly made. to his Majeſtic in;the 7ſe of fer/ey. 
And whereas it is ſaid we haye declared him King with proviſoes,we defire 
ic may be conſidered, that we haye demanded nothing of his Majeſtic bur 
that whuch yyee are warrantcd to doe by the lawes of God and this ra 
| | ome, 
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dom and che (example of his OO: $, and which is abſolutely neceſſary . 
forthe ſecurity of Religion and the peace of this Kingdom. Qur endeavour :s 
to walk in the plain ſtraight way, neither falling oft ro the Malignant partic 
who would introduce an Arbytrary and-unhmited government, and give 
looſe reynes to Kings:to da what they pleaſe without the advice of the E- 
Rates of Parliament, nor declining to the crooked paths of Series, who 
: would undermine and ſubvert the fundamental and long eſtabliſhed Go- 
/ vernmentof the Kingdom ; whereof our former Declarations and the 
late anſwer of the Parliament- the 26+. of 7wre laſt to a letter from the 
* prevailing party in England, dated at Weſtminſter 23. May , 1649. may 
be a ſutfcient reſtimony. As. we have received theſe grounds and prin- 
- ciples concerning Religion and our civill Liberties from our progenitors, 
warranted by the Word of God, and conſtitutions of this Kingdom, ſo 
we have maintained the ſame without alteration theſe twelve years paſt, 
from tae firſt begining of theſe troubles, which were raiſed by our ad- 
verſar:es becauſe we would not give way to thoſe Innovations in Re- 
ligion and the civill Government which em Hop deligned and: projected. 
, And though many in both Kingdoms who have joyned in Covenant with 
uss; fall :away, ſome to the one fide and ſome to the other, yet-it is no 
ſmall encou © for us to.continue In our ſtedfaſtnefſe, that we ſec 
very few of them, that once part from the way wherein they are engaged 
by Covenant, that can fix their foot againuaill by degrees, they wholly 
_back({l:de and fall away, either tv one extream or the other, and ſo ar 
lengrh involve themſclyes in' wayes aud courſes, which not onely true 
Religion, but right reaſon may juſtly condemne and abhorrc. | 
- Having thus cleared the Proceedings and tranſactions of this Kingdome, 
which all: a long from the very firſt beginning cry aloud againſt this paſ-: 
quiller as an umpudent lyar in all chat he ſaith againſt us in hisDeclaration. 
Wee ſhall now ſpeak a little concerning his wicked and diſloyall carria 
towards his King and Countrey, wherein his owne haud: writing, and the 
records of Parkament wall in the firſt place bear witnes againſt him.

ner in the Caſtle of Edinburg hand afterward brought to his tryall before 
the Committee for tryall of plotters and incendiaries appointed by his 
Majeſtie and the Eſtates of Parliament, where he was foiind guiltie of 
perjurie and treachery, and had he then received his due puniſhinent ac- 


cording to juſiice, he had not troubled the world fince;vbut'fuch was the 


mercy and favout of his Majeſtie and the Eſtates of Parliament as he wis 
rdoned, and no further cenſure inflied upon him, but that his Maje- 
ie. declared and cauſed it to bee inſerted in the records'of Parliament that 
he ſhould bee incapable of any office or place in the Conrt or Common- 
wealth, and not have acceſſe to his Majelties perſon; Yet" hotlons after 
his enlargment, contrary to his owne promiſe andthe Articles of the large 
Treaty betwixt bis Majeſtie and this Kingdome, he repaired to his Ma- 
jeltiein England, and obtained a. Commiſſion” for invading; his native 
Country,which ſhortly thereafter he did attempt upon the ſouth botders, 
and was repulſed, but rather then {ail in his defignes,he-chooledto joyhe 
hicoſclt with that barbarous crew of Popiſh Inſh Rebells which invaded 
this Kingdome upon the north, with whoſe aſliſtance: (and: of ſome'yn« 
naturall Countrimen, voyd of all religion and humanitie) raking advan- 
| tage ofthe quietnes and ſecuritie ofthis Kingdome when 'their armies 
- were abroadin_ England and Ireland, he.did cruelly deſtroy with:the 
{word divers thoulands-of his owne Countriemen,fpoyled mary of their 
goods, burned houſes and cornes, raviſhed: women, murthered old and 
young, killed miniſters, complyed with papilts, countinanced Idokrers, 
and giſpiſed the Worſhip ofGod; For which abominable Crymes,and his 
rebellion and treaſon,as he was excomunicated by the Church, to he was 
declared traitor by the Eltates of Parliameot, hiscot of Armcs'torne,and 
his Eſtate forefaulted ; But for all this, he is not wearie of committing 
wickednes, and 'therefore would returne into this Kingdome to over-at 
All his former tranſgreſſions and abominations, But if he ſhall come, we
